th. It is a kind of Miracle bath brought us bither : Andit muſt be 
little leſſe that ſhall bring us hence, T berefore in regard of our Deli- 
verance pail, and our danger preſent, and to come, let us look uptoGOD, 
and every Manr: form his on waies. Beſides we are come bere a 

a Chriſtian People, full of Pietie and Humanity : Let us not bring 
that confuſion of face upin ons ſelves , as to ſhew our roices, or wiworthj.

towards him , grew a ſmall green Branch of Palm , 4nd when the 
wiſe man had taken it with all reverence into bis Boat , it opened of it 
felf , and there was ſound in it a Book, andal.etter ; Both written 
in fine Parchment , and Wrapped tn Sindons of Linnen, T be Book con- 
tained all the Canonical Books «f the Old and New Teſtament, 
according as you have them; ( Fer we know well what the Churches 
with you receive; ) And the Apocalyple it ſelf, And ſome other 
Books of the New Teſtament , which Were nt at that time writ- 
ter,. were nevertheleſſe in the Book, And /or the Letter, it was m 
theſe wards. 


I Bartholomew, a Servant of the Higheſt, and «A- 
poſtle of FESUS CHRIST, was warned by an 4n- 
gel that appeared to me, im a Viſion of Glory, that 1 


ſhould commit this Ark to the flouds of the Sea. T here- 


fore I do oe and declaxe , unto that People, where 
G O D ſhall ordain this Ark to cometo Land, that in 
the ſame day 4 come unto them Salvation, and Peace, 
and Good VVill from the Father,and from the LORD 
LTESUS. 


There was alſ» in both theſe Writings, as well the Book, as th: 
Letter , wrought a great Miracle , Conſorm to that of the Apoſtles, 
in the Original Gift of Tongues. For there being at that time, 
in thi: Land, Hebrews, Perl1ans, and Indians, beſides the Natives, 
every one read upom the Book, and Letter, as i” they had been written 
in kis own Lanovaze, And thus was this Land ſaved from Infide- 
lity ; ( as the Remain of the Old World was from Water ) Ly an Ark, 
through the A poſtolical and Mwacul:us Evyangeliſme o' S. Bar- 
cholomew. And here he pauied, and a Meſſenger came, 
and called him forth from us. Sothis was all that paſled intha: 
Conference, 

The next Day, the ſame Governor came again to us, im- 
mediately after Dinner, and excuſed himſelf , ſaying ; T hat the 
, Day before be was called from us ſomewhat abruptly , but n;w be

He bowed himſelf a little cous, and after we were (et 
again , he ſaid ; 1ell, the Queſtions are on your part. One of our! 
Number ſaid , after a little Pavle ; T hat there was a Matter , we 


were no leſſe deſirous to know , than fearful ty ask , leſt we might 


preſume to0 far. Put incouraged by his rare Humanity toward us , 


Humbly beſerching bim , if he thought it not fit tobe anſwered, that 


Nations of the World , which we found to be true , conſadering they 
had the Languages of Furope , and knew much of our State and Buſi- 
neſſe * And yet we m Europe ( notwithſtanding all the rem te Diſ- 


leaſt Inkling or Glimpſe of this Iſland. This we found wonderfull 


them . And thongh the Traveller into a Forem Country , doth 
commonly know more by the Eye , than he that ſtayed at home can by 
relation of the T raveller, Tet both waies ſuffice to make a mutual 
Knowledge , in ſome degree , on both parts. But for this Iſland, we 
never heard tell of any Ship of theirs , that had been ſeen to arive up- 
an any ſhe of Europe ; Ns, nor of either the Faſt, or VVelt Indies, 
nor yeb of any Ship of any ether part of the World , that had made re- 
turn for them, And yet the Marvell reſted not in this: For the St- 
tuation of it ( as tis Lordſhip fatd ) in the ſecret Conclave of ſuch a 
vaſt Sea munught cauſe it. But then , that they ſhould have Know- 
ledge of the Languages , Broks, Afﬀeairs , of thoſe that lye ſuch adi. 
ſtance from them , it was a thino we could 18 teil what to make of ; For | 
that it ſeemed to us a: condition and Propriety of Drvine Powers and 
Beings , to be hidden and unſeen to others, and yet to have others 


open , and as in a light ro thhm- At this ſpeech the Governour 
gave a gracious ſmile, and ſaid ; That we did well to ask pard.n 
for this Queſti n we ncw asked ;, For that it imported , as if we thougbt 
\this Land a Land of Megicians , that ſent forth Spirits of the Ayr 
into all parts, to bring them News , and Intellivence of other Coun» 
tries. It was an{wered by us all, in all polsible humbleneſſe, bur! 
yet with a Countenance taking Knowledge, that we knevy that

was ſomewhat ſupernatuyal in thes Iſland , but yet rather as A ngelical, 
' than Magical. But to let bis Lordſhip know truly , what it was that 
made us tender and doub:full to ask this Queſtion , it was not any ſuch 
conceit , but becauſe we remembred , bee had given a Touch in his 
farmer Speech , that this Land had Laws of Secrecy touching $ tran. 
ers: Tothis he ſaid ; Towremember it aright * And therefore in that 
1 (hallſey toyou, 1 muſt reſerve ſome pargiculars , which it is mt law- 
fault for me ts reveal; but there will be enough leſt to give yu ſatiſ- 
athan, ; 
f Tow (all unlerſtand ( that Which perbaps you will ſcarce think 
credible ) that about three thouſand Tears ago , & ſomewhat more, 
the Navigation of the World ( ſpecially for remote Voyages ) was great- 
er than at this Tay. Do nat think With your ſerves , T hat I know 
not bow much it is increaſed with you , within theſe threeſcore Years : 
I know it well; And yet 1 Jay, greater then, than now . Whether it 
was , that the example of the Ark , that ſaved the Remmant of Men, 
from tle univerſal Deluge , gave Men confidence ts adventure upou 
the waters z Or what it was, but ſuch is the truth, The Phanice-: 
ans , and ſpecially the Tyrians, bad great Fleets: So had the Car-) 
thaginians their Colony , which 4x yet further Weſt. T oward the Eaft 
the Shipping of Egypt, «nd of Paleſtina, was likewiſe great. China, 
alſo, and the great Atlantis, ( that you call America ) which have, 
uw but Iunks, and Canoa's, abounded then in tall Ships, This' 
[land (as apprareth by faithfull Regiſters of thiſe times ) had then 
fifteen bundred ſlrong Ships, of great content- Of all this , there is 
with you ſparing Memory, & nme; But we havelarge Knwoledge, 
thercof. | 
At that time , this Land was knewn and frequented (y the Ships 
and Vſfe's f all the Nations beforenamed- And ( as it commeth to 
raſſe) they had many times Men of other Countries, that were no Say- 
lers , that came with them, A's Perſians, Chaldcans, Arabians; 
So as almoſt all Nations of Minht and Fame 1(forted bither ; Of 
whom , we have ſore Stirps, and lutle Tribes with us , at this day. 
And for our Own Ships , they went ſunry Voyages , as well ts ycur 
Streights, which you call the Pillars of Hercules, A's to other parts in 
tbe Atlantique «nd Medicerrare Seas; As to Paguin, ( which is the 
ſane with Cambaliine ) and Quinzy, upon the Oriental Seas, as far 
as to the Borders of the Eaſt Tarnary, | 
At the ſametime, and an Age aſter , or more, the Inhatitants 0 
the great Aclantis did flow iſÞ. For though the Narration and De- 
| ſeriptien 
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fcriptios which is made by a great Man with you, that the De/cendents 

Neptune planted there ; and of the Magnificent Temple , Pa- 
lace, City, and Hill; and the manifold ſtreams of g00uly Navi-| 
gable Rivers , Which ( as ſo many Chains) invironed the ſame Site, 
\and Temple; And the ſeveral Degrees of Aſcent, whereby Men did] 
dambe up to the ſame, as iſ®it had been aScala Ceeli, be all Poeti. | 
call and Fabulous : Tet fo much is true , that the ſaid Country of At-| 


lantis; ' As welithat of Pern then called Coya , as that of Mexico, 
then nayzed Tyrambel , were mighty and proud Kingdomes , in 
Arms , Phipping , and Riches : $9 mighty , as at one time; (or at leaſt 
Within the ſpace of ten years, ) they bub made twa great Expeditions, 
They of Tyrambel through the Aclantique to the Mediterrane 
Sea; and they of Coya, through the South Sea upon this our Iſland : 
And for the former of theſe , which was intoF.urope , the ſame A u- 
thor amang it you ( as as it [eemeth) had ſeme relation from the Agyp- 
tian Prieſt, Tthom he citeths Fir aſjuredly , ſuch a thing there 
was, But whether it were the Antient Athenians , that had the 


glory of the Repulſe , and Reſtitance of thoſe Forces, I can ſay nothing * 


' But certain it ts, there never came backgeither Ship, or Man from that 


|Foxaee- Neither had the other ojage of thoſe of Coya upon us, had 


better fortune, if they had n»t met with enemies of greater clemency. 
Fur the King of this Iſland , ( ty name Alcabin) a wiſe Man , aud a

great Wanier ;, Knowng well ®hth his own Strength , and that of his 


Enemies ; bardled the matter ſo, as be cut off their Land-Forces, from 


their Ships ,*and entoyled both thetr Navy I an4 their Camp , with 
a greater pewer than theirs , both by Sea and Land : And compelled! 


thm to render themſelves withcut ſlriking ſtroke . And after they | 
were at bis Mercy , contending himſelf only with their Oath, that| 
they ſhould no more Lear Arms againſt him, diſmiſſed them all in ſafe- 
ty, But the Divine revenge overtook nt long after thoſe proud 
Ente priſes. For within leſſe than the ſpace of one Hundred Tears , 
the Great Atlantis was utterly l-ſt and deſtroyed : Net by a great Earth- 
quake , as yiur Man ſaith , ( For that whole Tra&. is little ſub- 
jt to Earth-quakes ;) But by a partigghar Deluge , or Mundati. 
on; Thiſe Countries havinz, at this Day, farre greater Rivers , 
and farre higher Mcuntains , to puter down Waters , than any part 
of the Old World. But it is true, that the ſame Inundation was not| 
deep; Not peſt forty fcot, in moſt places , from the Ground; So, 
that although it deſtrozed Man and Beaſt generally , yet ſome jew; 
wild Inf9hirants of the Tod eſcaped. Birds alſo were ſaved by fly-! 
\ing to the High Trees and Woods. Fer as for Men, altbough they had| 


c Build- 
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Buildings in ma" places , bigher than the Depth of the Water; T 
that Inundatin, though it were ſhallow , had a long Continuance* 
whereby they of the Vale , that were nt drowned, periſhed for want of 
Fo, and other things neceſſary. So as marvel! you nt at the thin 
Populatim of America , nor at the Rudeneſſe and Ignorance of the 
People , For you muſt account your IMhabitants of America as a young 
People ; younger a thouſand years, at the leaſt , than the reft of the 
| World © For that there tas ſo much time , between the Univerſal * 
Hood ; and their Particular Inundation, For the poor Remnant of 
Humane Seed , which remained in their Mountains , Pegpled the 
Comntrie again ſlawly , by little and little; And Feing ſimple and a ſa- 
vage People ( Not like Noah and his Sons , which was the chief 
Family of the Earth ) they Were nt able toleave Letters, Arts, and. 
Civility to their Poſterity; And having likewiſe in ther Mountai- 
nous Habitatims been uſed , (m reſpeft of the Extreme Cold of 
theſe Regions ) to cloath themſelves with the Skinnes of Tygers | 
.Brares , and great Fairy Goats , that they have in thoſe Parts. 
When afer they came down into the Valley , and fognd the intolerabis 
Heats which are there, and knew no means of lighter Apparell,' 
they were forced to begin the cuſtome of Going Naked , which conting-! 
eth at this day, Only they take great Pride and delight , in the 
Feathers of Birds; And this alſo they took from thoſe their Ance- 
ſtors of tle Mountamns , who wer® invited unto it , by the infi- 
mite Flight of Birds, that came up to the bigh Grounds , while 
the Waters ſlogd below. So you ſee, by this main. Accident: 
of Time , we loſt our Traffique with the Amercians , with whom, 
of all cathirs, in regard , they lay neareſ® to us, we had moſt 
Commerce. As fo the other Parts of the Wald, it is moſt mani» 
feft, that in the Ages following, ( whether , it were m reſpeft 
of Warres , or by a Natwal Rev:lution of Tre, ) Naviga- 
tion did every where greatly decay; And ſpecially, farre Voy- 
ages, (the rather ty the Uſe of Gallies, and ſuch Veſſels 
as ctr'd hardly Lrock the Ocean ) were altogether left and omitted, 
Fo then, that Part of Enterceurſe , Which could be from ther 
N ations , to fayl to us; yu fee how it hath long ſince ceaſed; 
Except it Were by" ſome rare Accident, as this of yours, But 
now of the Ceſſatim of that other Part of Entercourſe , which mought 
be by our Sayling ts other Nations, 1 muſt yield you ſome 0- 
'ther Cauſe. For I cannot ſay, (if 1 ſhould ſay truly, ) but our 
Shipping , for Number , Strength , Mariners , Pylotf, and all 
' things that appertan to Navigation , is as great as ever; - nd 
| there- 
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' therefore why we ſhould ſit at hime, I ſhall now give you an account by it 
[lf . A nd it will dra nearer, to give you fatisfaFtim, to your principal 
Queſtion. 

T here reigned in this I/Lnd, about 1900 years ago, aKing, 
whoſe memory of all others we moſt adore ; Not ſuperſtitiou ſly, but 
as a Divine Inſtrument , though a Mortal Mans. his Name was Sa- 
lomona 3 Andwe eſteem him as the Law-giver of our Nation. This 
King had a large heart, inſcrutable for good; and was wholly bent to 
' make bis Kimgdons and People Happy, He therefore taking into con- 
fideration , hav ſuf ficient and ſutſtantive this Land was, to maintain it 
ſelf without any ayd ( at all) of the Foreiner; Being 5600 Mile 
in Cycut , and of rare Fertility of Soyl , in the greateſt part there- 
of z And finding alſo the Shipping of this Country monght fe plen- 
tifully fet on Wark , both by Fiſhing, and by T ranſportations from 
Wort to Port , and likewiſe by Saylmg unto ſome ſmall Iſlands that 
are mit farre from us, and are under the Crown and Laws of this 
State; And recalling into his Memory, the happy and flouriſhing 
Eſtate , wherein this Land hen was ; 50 as it moug}t be athouſand 
'waies altereq #0 the worſe , ut ſcarce any one way to the better ; 
thought nothing wanted to bis Noble and Heroical Intentions, but on- 
ly (as farre as Flumane foreſight mought reach ) to give perpetuity t9 
that , Which was in bis time ſo bappily eſtabliſhed; therefore among ff 
bis other Fundamental Laws of this Kimgdome , he did ordiin , the 
Interdifls and Probibitimns , which Te have touching Entrance of 
Strangers ; Which at that time ( though it was after the Calamity of 
| America ) was frequent; Doubting Novelties and Commixture of 
Manners, It is true, the Like Law, againſt the admiſſion of Strangers 
without Licence , is an antient Law, in the Kingdome of China, and 
yet continued in uſe. But there it ts a pow thing, And bath made them 
4 Curious , iqnora.t, fearful foolſh Natim. But our Lawegiver 
made bs 1.aw of an.ther temper. For fiſt, be hath preſeryed all 
pints of Humanity, im taking Order, and making Proviſun for the Re- 
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lief of Strangers distreſſed, Wherecf you have taſted, Ac which Speech 
(a5 1eaſon was) we al role up, and bowed our (elves. He went] 
on. That King alſo (ul deſwing tojyn Humanity and Policy toge- 
tler, And thinking it again/t Humanity, to detein Strangers here, 
againſt their Wlls ; and againit Policy, that they ſhould return, and | 
drfcover their knowledge of this Eftate , hee took this Corſe ; He 
did ordain , that of the Strangers , that ſhould be permitted to Land, 
as many (at a'l times) might depart as would, But as man 
4s would ſtay, ſhould have very good Conditions , and Means to live, 
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from the State. Wherem he ſaw ſo farre , that now in fomany A 22s 
ſince the Prohibition , we, have memory , not of one Ship that ever re- 
turned , and but of thirteen Perſons only, at ſeveral times , that choſe 
to return in our Bottomes. What thoſe few that returned , may bave 
reported abroad , I know not Bat you muFi think , Whatſcever they 
have ſaid, could be taken where they came, but for a Dream. Now for 
our Travelling from hence into Parts abroad, our Law-giver 
thought fit , altogether to reſtrein it. Soisit not in China, For the, 
Chineſes ſail where they will , a can; which ſheweth, that their Law 
of keeping out Strangers , is a Law of Puſillanimity and fear, But 
this reſtraint of ours , hath one only Exception , which is admgrable 
Preſerving the Goad Which commeth by communicating with Strangers , 
and avoiding the Hurt ; And I will now open it toyou. And here 
I ſhall ſeem alittle to digreſſe , but you will by and by find it perti. 
nent. Te ſhall underStand, ( my dear friends,) that amongſt the 
' Excellent afts of that King, one above all bath the preheminence. It 
was the Ereftion, and Inſtitution of an Order, or Society , which we call 
'Salomons Houſe ; The Noblef# Fondation ,'( as we think, ) that 
ever was upon the Earth : And the Lanthorne of this Kingdome. It 
is dedicated to the Study of the VVorks and Creatures of GOD. 
Some think it beareth the Founders Name a little carupted, as if it 
ſhould be Solamon's Houſe. But the Records write it, as it is ſps- 
ken. $0 as I take it tobe denominate of the King of the Hebrewvs, 
which is famous with you , and no ſtranger to us ; For we have ſome 
Parts of bis Works , which with you are loſt ; Namely that Natural 
Hiftory , which be wrote of all plants , from the Cedar of Libanus 
t: the Moſſe that groweth out of the V Vall. And of all things that 
have Life and Motion. T his maketh me think that our King find- 
ins himſelf to Symbolize , in many things , with that King of the 
Hebrewes ( Which lived many years before him) hanoured him wit 
the Title of this Fowndation. And I am the rather induced to be of this 
Opinion, for that 1 find in antient Records , this Order or Society 
is ſometimes called Salomons Aoulſe ; And fometimes the College 
of the Six Daies VVorks ; whereby 1 am ſatisfied, That our Ex- 
cellent King had learned from the Hebrews, That G O D bal 
created the World , and all that therem is , within fix Dares, And 
therefore be inſlituted that Houſe , for the finding out of the true 
Natnre of all things ( whereby G O D mought bave the more Glory 
'n the Workmanſhip of them, and Men the more Fruit in their Uſe of 
them, ) did give it alſo that ſecond Name. But now to come to our pre- 
ſent pwpoſe, When the King bad forbidden, to all bis People, Navi. 
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thren , for the tuying of fuch Things , and rewarding of ſuch Perſons , 
as they ſbeuld think fit. Now ſr met tell 3eu , low the vulgar fort 
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gation in any Part , that was ni8 under his Crown, be made never-\ 
thelefſe this Ordinarce , that every twelve ears there ſhould te ſet 
fath , out of this Kingdom , tw0 Ships, appointed to ſeveral Voya-! 
ges ; that in either of theſe Ships , there ſhould be a Miſsin of three 
of the Fellows, © Brethren of Sa'omons Houſe ; wheſe Errand 
was only ro give us Knwledge of the A ffairs and State of theſe 
Countries, to which they were deſygud; And ſpecially of the Sci- 
ences, Arts, Monuf«fuwes , and I venizons of all the World ; And 
Þithall to tring unto us , *Bocks , Inſtrsments, and Paterns, ineve- 
1y kind « That the Ships , after they had landed the Brethren , 
ſhould retwn; And that the Brethren ſlould ſlay abroad till the 
new Miſsion, The Ships are r0t ther wiſe fraught than with lore of 
Vifluals, and gcod Quantity ef Treaſure to remain with the Bre« 


of Mariners are contained from beirg diſcovered at Land; And ew 
they that muſt be put a lore {cr any time, colony themſelves uns 
der the Names of otker Nations ; And to what places theſe Voyages have 
teen difigned, And what places of Rendezycus are appointed ſor 
the new Miſsiens; Ard the like circumſtances of the Praftique , [1 
may not do it; Neither is it much to your deſire. But thus yeuſee 
we maintain a Trade , nit fer Co'd, Silver, o Jewels, Nor {or 
Silks, Nor {tr Spices ; Ner any ether Commodity of Matter ; But 
only fer Gods firſt Creature , Which was Light : To have Light (1 
ſay) of the grewth of all Parts of the Werld, And when he had 
faid this,he was ſilent; And ſo were we all.For indeed we were 
all aſtoniſhed , to hear ſo lirange things lo probably cold. And 


he perceiving that we were willing to fay ſomewhat, but had it 
not ready, in great Counteſie took us oft, and deſcended to ask 
us Queſtions ot our Voyage and Fortunes, and inthe end con. 
cluded that we mought co,well, ro think with our ſelves ,| 
what time of ſtay we would demand of the State; And bad us| 
not to (cart cur ſelyes : For he would procure luch time as we 
deſired. VVhereupon we all 10le up and preſented our ſelves 
to kiſſe the $kirt of his Tipper, buc he would not ſuffer us;and ſo! 
took his leave. Bur when it came once amongſt our People, 
that the State uled to offer Conditions to Strangers , chat 
would ftay, we had work enough to get any of our Mento | 
look to our Ship; And to keep them from going preſently to 
the Governor, to crave conditions. But with much ado we re- 
frained them, cill we mought agree what courle to take. 
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We took our {clyes now for freemen, fecing there was no 
danger of our utrer Perdition ; And lived moſt joyfully , going 
abroad , and ſeeing what was to be ſeen, inthe City and pla. 
ces adjacent, within our Tedder, And obraining acquaintance 
with many of the City, not of the meanelt Quality, at whoſe 
hands - we found fuch Humanity, and ſuch a Freedome and de- 
fire rotake Strangers, as it were , into their Bolome , as was 
enough to make us forget all chat was dear to us , in our own 
Countries : And continually we met with many things, right 
worthy of Obſervation, and Relation : As indeed, if there be 
a Minour in the World, worthy to hold Mens Eyes, it is that 
Country. One day there were two of our Company bidden 
to a Feait , of the Family , as they call it. A moſt Natural, Pious, 
and Reverend Cuſtom itis, ſhewing that Nation to be com- 
pounded of all goodnefſe. This is the manner of ir- It is grant- 
<d.o any Man, that ſhall live co ſee thirty Perſons, deſcended of 
his Body, alive together , and all above three years old, co make: 
this Feaſt , which is done at the colt of the State. The Father, 
of the Fanuly , whom they call the Tran, two daies before! 
the Feaſt , raketh to him three of ſuch Friends as he liketh o 
chuſe; And is alsiſted alſo by the Governour of the Ciry , or! 
Place, where the Feaſt is celebrated ; and all the Perſons of the 
E:mily, of both Sexes, are ſummoned co attend him. Theſe ewo 
daies the Ti//an (itteth in conſultation, concerning the good F- 
tate ofthe Family. There, if there be any Diſcord or Sutes be-| 
rvveen any of the Family , they are compounded and appealed, 
| There, if any of the Family be diſtreſſed or decayed, order is ta- 
ken for their Relicf, and competent means tolive. There, if 
any be ſubject to vice, or take ill Courles, they are rzproved, and 
 Cenſured, Sohikewilſe , Direction 1s given touching Mariages, 
and the courles of life, which any of them ſhould cake, with di- 
vers other the like Orders and Advices. The Governour aſiſteth 
to the end, to put in Execution, by his Publike Authoricy , the 
Decreces and orders of the Tw/en, it they ſhould be diſobeyed, 
cbough that ſe'dome needeth ; Such Reverence and obedience 
chey give, to the Order of Nature. The T ſan doth alſothen 
ever chule one man from amongſt his Sons , to live in Houle 
with him : Who is called, ever atter , the Son of the Vine. The
